The peril of chril war overshadowed 
the deltate An tbe ad^rM. In the Com¬ 
mons the house came at once to grips, 
with the dominant Issue. There was no 
dramatic scenes, but a speech from an 
anxious prime minister, anxious to 
damp down the fires of controversy. 
Mr. Asquith, though . admitting that 
the responsibility of the Initiative rests 
upon the shoulders of the government. 
Indicated thut the financial business 
of the nation must com® hefure any 
progress can be made. His reference to 
a possible plebiscite on Ulster was re¬ 
garded as a greater concession than 
had been expected, and naturally his 
speech formed the most absorbing 
theme of conversation In tho lobby. 

| Its general tone and ncope led many 
I I .tie-rain and Nationalists to think that 
Premier Asquith was prepared to 
abate considerably the attitude of the 
' government toward Ulster. Fo much 
was this the case that sunw. of tiu;. fol¬ 
lowers of Mr. Redmond proposed to 
hold a meeting to consider the gencrat 
effect of the premier’s pronouncement, 
but thjs ^movement was quietly sub¬ 
dued by the leader of the Irish party. 

Th- premier, however, made It quite 
clear that he was prepared within cer¬ 
tain limits to throw the Home Rule 
1*111 Into the melting pot., and the gen¬ 
eral tone of his remarks supported the 
< oncluslon that the ’government was 
unprepared to fight to an issue on tho 
measure as It now stands. 

Fir Edward Carson, th- Ulster Union* 
1st lender, referring In the lobby rathe 
premier’s speech, said: “It carries tfs 
no further: it Is simply mnrIRng time. 
There Is nothing in It that should in¬ 
duce the Ulstermen to relax their prep¬ 
arations for resisting home rule.”
